Jt appears from her letter thet she is now destitute, and that, 
further, she is in 2 delieale condition, the result ef her acquaint- 
enes with an enlisted man, » musician at the Post. She makes a pitiful 
appeal for aid in her difficulty, and for money with which to buy the 
discharge of the enlisted man who jes the father of her unbora child, 
who, she says, will marry her in case of his discharge. 

A number of persons resident in Yashington are desirous of aiding 
her both by the provision of moans for hor inmediate wants and of a fu- 
ture home where sho may set s new start in life. To that end, presum- 
ing upon your kindness, I Imve the honor to request that an investiga- 
tion into her case be made by the proper authorities at Fort Duchesne,

My dear Doctor: 

I am in receipt of your favor of the 26th instant inclosing copy 
of your letter of February 24th to the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
in relation to Maggie Mandrigen. I have had this case under invest- 
igation for sometime, and it is the belief of the officials at Fort 
Duchesne that the author of Maggie's physical condition cannot be 
definitely ascertained, she apparently having been intimate with 
more than one. Personally she never claimed that she had been in 
any physical trouble. This I found out through others; but she 
wrote me and told me of her destitute condition and on February 
9th I arranged for her transportation to her friends in Oregon, 


having placed tickets over railroads and a steamship line and sent 


her money for subsistence, the latter arranged through Lt. Col. Mason, 


the commanding officer, Fort Duchesne, and he writes me under date 

of February 19th that Maggie has left Fort Duchesne for Myrtle Point, 
Bregon, and I have just received a letter from the Oregon Coast 
Steamship Co., dated February 23d, inclosing Maggie's receipt for 
transportation from Portland to Marshfield, Oregon; so that I believe 
nothing more can be done in this case. I think Captain Hall should 
not ese discharged the girl until after having reported to me, but 
she had been discharged, or as Captain Hall explains under date of 
Feb. 19th, had left him without his permission, sometime before I 


knew anything about it. I am sorry that she could not have been 
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returned here, but since her condition, physically, is the result of 
her own indiscretion, as reported by Captain Hall, this would be no 
place for. her, so I did what I thought was for the best and what, I 
feel, is everything that could be expected of us and, in the light 
of her conduct, more than she could have hoped for. 

It is therefore with regret that I notice you have taken the 
matter up direct with the Commissioner, and I susgest that it will, 
generally, be better if you will write me on matters affecting the 
students of the school before you take it up with the Commissioner. 
I say this without any feeling whatever and in all kindness es I 
believe it will result in benefit to you as well as to higher author- 
ities if all matters of this kind are first considered through the 
school. 

We shall have our commencement exercises the 2lst and 22d of 
March. The formal invitations are not ready yet but I trust that 
you will understand that you are expected and I hope that you will 
be able to give us a short address. We shall have a very long pro- 
gram and therefore shall not ask you for but a few Omer

Your letter of the 24th instant. in reference to Maggie Man- 
dregan, an orphan Aleut girl, hasbeen duly considered. . 

On January 9, the Superintendent of the Salem Indian School, 
asked for her transfer to his school, and forwarded communications 
from Capt. Hall, Agent, Uintah & Ouray Agency, and Major Mercer. of 
Carlisie, giving her a good record and suggesting that the transfer 
would be desirable. On January 19. he was told that as the girl 
was brought to the United States under the old policy with regard 
to Alaskans, the Government could not justly leave her stranded so 
far from her home and friends, and therefore he was authorized to 
enroll her at Salem when she reached there. 

No mention was made in any of these commnications of her being 
in a delicate condition, or of an ‘unfulfilled «© promise of 
marriage by an enlisted soldier at Fort Duchesne. 

Your letter will be referred to Capt. Hall, the Agent at Uintah 
and Ouray agency, for full report and directions to look after the 
girl and properly protect her as far as he possibly can.

General Distin says further, however, that it 
is the purpose of the Department to have the surveys of 
ell the mission claims in Alaska examined by a Spedial 
Examiner of Surveys before approval of them is authorized, 
end that considerable time must necessarily elapse before 
final action can be taken upon them. The Surveyor General 
goes on to sey that the Hon. Commissioner of the General 
Land Office informs him thet an Examiner of Surveys will 
be furnished the Alaska district as early as practicable 
this season, and that such returns will have the attention 
of his (Surveyor General Distin's) office when reached on 
the files in the regular order of business.

Referring to our correspondence about Maggie Mandrigen, I 
inclose herewith for your information a communication received from 
Captain Hall, agent at Whiterocks, which explains itself and which, 
I believe, sets forth the facts in the case. 

I want to add this much, that I have not so much sympathy for 
Maggie as I would have,had I not been stationed at Whiterocks as 
agent and know it is no unusual thing for soldiers to be there on 
the reservation as the fort is only 14 miles from the agency, but 
so far as I am aware our Ute girls were always able to take care of 
themselves and were never, to my knowledge, bothered by the 
soldiers. Maggie must have made matters pretty easy for them or 
she never would have been bothered by them. 

We have heard from her since her arrival in Oregon and will 
still continue to keep in touch with her and help her until she is 
able to take care of herself.

& Clark Exposition, had his only trouble with the Indians. 

I kill the time reading and writing. I have been studying 
church history pretty closely lately and can see the énd’in view. 

The scrap book is 
invaluable in this work. I have it nearly all copied on my ree 
writer for future use. Those letters of the early workers an the 
'70s (Cook, Rommel, Frackleton, Russel, Crittenden and daughter) throw 
much light on the’ situation. Do you remember who wrote a general 
review of the work at Deer Lodge, Helena, Boznman and the Seminary 
and signed himself "Mont"? He discribes Crittenden as a gentleman 
of the old school, Could hardly have been any of the Montana minis- 
ters. Your article on Montana ('69) and your letters to the Presby- 
terian in 1872 are fine and will hereafter find a place in the Synodi- 
cal Historical Library. Dr. McMillan lately wrote of an extended 
article on"Evangelical Religion" in Montana, that he had prepared 
for a holiday edition (1887), of the Butte Miner, but lamented that 
it had disappeared from his desk in N. Y. City when Sec'y of hbhe 
Home Board.

Dear Senator: 

Permit me to call your attention to a clause in badd Noe /Yo7 which en- 
ables salmon cannery companies to occupy any stream in Alaska. They have a 
number of eanneries through Southeast Alaska and along the entire Pacific 
coast of Alaska, and a group of canneries in Bristol Bay, Bering sea. The 
existing canneries, with the increased number of fish that can be taken through 
the fish hatcheries, ought to bi authietent with those of the British Colum- 
bia coast and Puget Sound and the Columbia River, to furnish a supply for 
the world. Without the canneries encfoaching on the regions of the orth- 
ern Bering Sea and Arctic coasts of Alaska, say Bommeneing with the Kuskoguin 
River and the sea at its mouth, no canneries should be allowed from that 
point North in Alaska. The Kuskoquin is a large river, navigable for some 
hundred miles, but very shoal at its mouth, so that ordinary ocean vessels 
are compelled to anchor many miles off the coast and lighter all supplies to 
the river. There is a seattered Fskimo and Indian population along its en- 
tire length whose entire support practically istaken from t»e fish. The ani- 
mal supply for hunting is scarce. The same is trues, acd more so, of the Yu- 
kon River. There is a native population for 2500 miles up that river largely 
dependent upon the fish as their main supply. When you get to the Kotzebue 
Sound, North of the Aretic Gircle, there are three rivers of considerable ex- 
tent that empty into the Sound, whose valleys are largely North of the Arctic 
Circle; and the population there also are large dependent on fish. The es- 
tablishment of canneries at the mouth of any of these rivers, with the pres- . 
ent looseness of enforcing the law against the taking of fish by cannery men, . 
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Hon-K.N, gee 


will be exceedingly prejudicial to the native population. And I trust that 
the region above designated may be withheld or cut out of that bill. I will 
be very glad to have a hearing before the committee that is to consider it. 
Let them telephone me at the United States Bureau of Fdueation whenever they 


Wish me to appear.
